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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  AUTOMOTIVE  EXPORTERS 


GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

These  instructions  are  issued  by  the  automotive  division  of  the 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  to  serve  as  a  guide  for 
exporters  of  automotive  products  ia  preparing  their  export 
deelarations. 

It  is  essential,  in  preparing  export  declarations,  that  shipments 
be  listed  in  accordwice  with  the  automotive  section  of  Schedule  B, 

Export  Classification,  outlined  herein,  which  is  the  official  United 
States  Government  classification  of  exports. 

The  importance  of  making  out  export  declarations  completely, 
correctly,  and  promptly  can  not  be  overestimated.  It  is  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  official  export  statistics  compiled  and  pub- 
lisli^  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  each  month  can  be  correct 
only  to  the  extent  Uiat  individual  export  declanUicffiis  are  correct  and 
promptly  filed. 

The  average  American  automotive  manufacturer  who  is  interested 

in  the  development  of  his  foreign  markets  gauges  these  markets, 
fixes  his  sales  quotas,  foreign  advertising  budgets,  etc.,  to  a  large 
extent  after  a  careful  study  of  the  record  of  exports  of  his  class  of 
merchandise  to  individual  markets.  Therefore,  it  is  obvious  that 
repeated  inaccuracies  or  delay  in  the  preparation  or  filing  of  export 
declari^ODfi  will  react  adversely  on  all  in  the  industry. 

In  cases  wiiere  the  export  declarations  are  made  out  in  the  manu* 
facturer's  export  department  care  should  be  taken  that  the  indi- 
viduals doing  this  work  are  properly  instructed  in  the  importance 
of  making  correct  returns.  Many  large  American  automotive  ex- 
porters have  export  declarations  covering  their  shipments  prepared 
by  their  shipping  brokers;  when  such  practice  is  followed  it  is 
urgently  suggested  that  the  manufacturer  send  or  have  the  automo- 
tive division  s^d  a  copy  of  these  instructions,  addressed,  if  pos- 
sible, to  the  personal  attention  of  the  individual  in  the  employ  of  tibe 
shipping  broker  who  is  actually  preparing  the  export  declurationa 

The  facsimile  documents  appearing  herein  illustrate  the  correct 
manner  of  listing  items  on  exporters'  declarations.  In  the  first  two 
columns  insert  the  marks  and  numbers  used  to  identify  the  shipment 
and  the  number  and  kinds  of  boxes,  crates,  or  other  containers. 

In  the  column  headed  "  Commodity  "  give  the  proper  description 
of  the  article  as  determined  by  the  numerical  clas^cation  contained 
in  this  pamphlet. 

In  the  colunm  headed  "  Class  No.,  Schedule  B,"  enter  the  correct 
class  number,  also  determined  from  the  numerical  classification. 

Under  the  heading  "  Quantity  "  the  number  of  units  will  be  stated, 
unless  the  products  be  parts  or  accessories  and  therefore  not  con- 
sidered complete  units,  in  which  case  no  quantity  should  be  stated, 
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Special  care  should  be  taken  in  filling  out  the  two  cohnnns  covered 
bv  "Value  at  time  and  place  of  shipment."  In  the  column  headed 
«  U  S.  products,"  insert  the  wholesale  net  factory  price  plus  pack- 
ing charges  and  inland  freight  from  factory  to  seaboard,  ihe 
column  headed  "  Foreign  products  in  same  condition  as  imported 
covers  only  imported  goods  afterward  exported  without  change  m 
condition  and  will  be  used  infrequently  by  the  automotive  exporter. 

Merchandise  must  be  described  in  the  specific  terms  of  the  export 
classification  listed  in  these  instructions.  Such  designations  as 
"automobiles"  "chassis,"  or  other  general  terms  should  not  be  used. 
If  the  articles  are  passenger  cars,  the  proper  listing  as  given  herein 
should  be  employed,  as,  for  instance,  "Automobiles  i)assenger  (gaso- 
line), factory  list  price  over  $500  to  $800,  inclusive,"  or  chassis 
^houU  he  described  as  "  Chassis,  truck  (complete) ,  OVOT  21/2  tons. 

Classification  changes  effective  January  1,  1927,  are  as  follows: 

Class  No.  7909  has  l)een  eliminated,  and  hereafter  all  trucks  up  to 
1  ton  (inclusive)  in  capacity  should  be  listed  in  class  No.  7910.  (No 
omsideraticHi  is  being  given  to  the  price  class  of  trucks  ol  this 

^^SerSi^er  passenger  cars  and  chassis  listed  in  class  Nos.  7920,  7921, 
7922.  7923.  and  7924,  will  be  classified  according  to  their  list  price  at 
the  factory,  with  no  tax  or  other  price  items  added. 

Si^ecial'attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  when  sufficient  parte  for 
assembly  are  exported  in  one  shii)ment  so  that  a  given  number  of  cars 
may  be  assembled  from  these  parts  abroad,  these  units,  although  com- 
pletely disassembled,  must  be  declared  as  complete  units  in  classes  7910, 
7912  7914  7920,  7921,  7922,  7923,  or  7924  (the  class  to  be  determined 
by  the  relative  United  States  factory  list  price  on  the  complete  unit) . 
However,  in  such  cases  the  export  value  given  for  these  groups  ot 
parts  in  the  column  headed  «U.  S.  producte"  should  be  the  net 
United  States  factory  price  at  which  such  parts  are  biUed  to  the 
foreign  assembly  plant,  plus  the  actual  amount  charged  for  export 
boxing  and  inlaiid  freight  from  factory  to  seaboard.  ■ 

These  instructions  supersede  all  previous  circulars  and  instruc- 
tions, especiaUy  "  Glossary  of  Automotive  Terms  and  Instructions  to 
Exporters,"  and  "Instructions  to  Automotive  Exporters  (issued 
June  1,1925),  which  are  BOW  obsolete.  ,  ,  i 

\  careful  study  of  the  specimen  documents  and  exporters  declara- 
tion routing  chart  printed  herein,  and  a  perusal  of  ^ese  instruc- 
tions and  explanations,  will  improve  the  accuracy  of  the  export 
statistics  and  increase  their  value  to  the  automotive  industry  for

PREPARATION  OF  EXPORTER'S  DECLARATIONS 


The  ideal  practice  is  that  exporter's  declarations  be  prepared  in 
duplicate  by  the  manufacturer's  resident  export  department,  which 
is  most  familiar  with  the  nature  and  value  of  the  products  in  any 
given  shipment.  However,  if  the  makmg  out  of  the  expels 
declarations  is  being  handled  by  a  ^l^iPF^g  ^ 
mended  that  a  triplicate  copy  be  prepared,  this  copy  to  be  sent  to 
the  numufacturer's  export  department  by  the  shipping  broker  the 
same  day  it  is  completed.  Thus  if  any  inaccuracies  in  the  values, 
nuTber  of  unite,  weight,  or  classification  in  which  the  products  are 
Sared  are  dis;K>ye^,'the  manufacturer's  export  department  cMi 
instruct  his  shipping  broker  to  recover  the  faulty  ^^PO^^s  deck- 
ration  and  make  immediate  corrections  before  t^e  errors  ^olved 
can  impair  the  accuracy  of  the  final  compdations  prepared  and 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce. 

WHAT  HAPPENS  TO  THE  COPIES  OF  THE  EXPORTER'S 
WMAi  ttAir^^o  DECLARATION 

I.  If  shipment  out  of  the  United  States  is  made  by  steamer  from 
New  York  City,  the  dupUcate  declarations  are  first  delivered  to 
the  customhouse  by  a  messenger  from  the  shipper  himselt  or  his 
agent  (the  railroad  company,  if  shipment  is  made  o^i.  through  bill 
of  lading,  or  the  shipping  broker),  where  the  original  is>dd  m  the 
marine  division,  while  the  duplicate  is  given  a  ™g»str^«^  nun^ 
and  then  taken  by  the  messenger  of  the  shipper  or  the  shippers 
agent  to  the  steamship  company.  It  is  required  by  law  that  the 
Xter  of  a  vessel,  before  clearance  is  granted  send  the  manifest 
of  the  .vessel's  cargo,  with  ^  dupUcate  copies  of  exporter  s  declara- 
tions attached,  to  the  customhouse.  The  duplicate  copies  of  the 
exporter's  declarations  are  passed  on  to  the  files  of  the  custom- 
house, and  then,  and  only  then,  is  the  original  copy  of  a  ^^^^^^ 
released  by  the  customhouse  to  the  section  of  customs  statistics. 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce.  ^     ,  j 

The  section  of  customs  statistics  classifies  the  exporters  declara- 
tions according  to  commodities  and  compiles  under  these  commodity 
dasafications  the  information  appearing  on  the  declarations,  ihe 
original  of  the  declaration  is  thm  filed  for  a  penod  of  six  months, 
after  which  time  it  is  destroyed.  .    '  ^  ««« 

On  the  sixth  of  each  month  the  section  of  customs  statistics  con- 
cludes its  compilation  of  export  statistics  for  the  preceeduig  m^th, 
and  these  compilations  are  forwarded  to  the  division  of  statastiw, 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  at  Washington,  U.  U., 
where  the  final  statemente  are  published.  .    ^       ^    ,      ^  . 

n.  If  shipment  is  made  out  of  the  United  States  by  steamei  at 
any  point  other  than  New  York  City,  the  foregoing  procedure  is 
followed,  except  that  the  custcBiihouse  (removed  from  New  lorJt 
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City)  retains  in  its  own  files  the  duplicate  copy  of  the  exporter's 
declaration  and  forwards  the  original  copy  to  the  section  of  customs 
statistics  in  New  York  City  daily  or  monthly.    (The  forwarding 

schedule  is  fixed  according  to  the  volume  of  exports  through  each  in- 
dividual port.) 

III.  If  shipments  out  of  the  United  States  are  made  by  ali-raii 
route  to  Canada,  Cuba,  or  Mexico,  two  copies  of  the  exporter's  dec- 
laration move  as  explained  in  Paragraphs  I  and  II,  except  that  the 
contact  witii  the  stetfm^ip  company  is  eliminated. 

When  shipment  is  made  by  ail-rail  route  to  destination  or  on  a 
through  bill  of  lading,  the  latter  involving  botti  rail  and  steamer 
transport,  the  railroad  company  receives  both  copies  of  the  exporter's 
declaration  from  the  manufacturer's  export  department  and  the 
railroad  then  acts  as  agent  for  the  shipper  and  delivers  both  copies 
of  the  declaration  to  the  customhouse.  If  necessary,  one  copy  is  de- 
livered to  the  steamship  company  at  the  point  through  which  the 
shipment  leaves  the  country.

ClasB  No.  7925^  ^^Engmes  for  motor  trucks^  and  husaes?^ — Ship- 
ments of  engines  for  motor  trucks  and  busses  included  with  automo- 
bile parts  for  assembly,  and  not  comprising  sufficient  parts  to  as- 
semble a  certain  number  of  vehicles,  should  be  declared  separately  as 
engines  for  motor  trucks  and  busses  and  in  no  case  should  be  declared 
as  automobile  parts  for  assembly. 

Claw  No.  K9^^  "  Engines  for  passenger  cars.^^ — Shipments  of  en- 
gines for  passen^r  cars  included  witii  automobile  parts  for  assembly, 
and  not  comprising  sifficient  parts  to  assemble  a  certain  number  of 
vehicles,  should  be  declared  as  engines  for  passenger  cars  and  in  no 
case  should  be  declared  as  automobile  parts  for  assembly. 

Cla^s  No.  7159^  "  Engine  accessories^  and  parts  for^ — This  covers 
parts  for  all  internal-combustion  engines  and  is  to  be  used  only  for 
diipments  consisting  entirely  of  such  engine  parts  and  accessories. 
Sbtipments  of  engine  accessories  and  parts,  when  included  witii  auto- 
mobile parts  for  assembly  or  replaoran^t,  aircraft  parts,  and  motor- 
cyide  parts,  may  be  classified  under  these  respective  classes. 

Class  No.  793^,^  "  Fire  engines^^'^  includes  automotive  fire-fighting 
apparatus  and  all  other  fire  apparatus,  whether  hand  or  horse 
drawn. 

Class  No.  7905^  '-'Electric  trucks  aiid  passenger  cars.;''  does  not 
cover  electric  station  and  warehouse  trucks.  These  are  covered  by 
Class  No.  7935  and  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  tide  Electricid 
IHvision  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce. 

Class  Nos.  7910^  7912^  and  79U^  "  Trucks^  busses^  and  chassis  for, 
except  electr^^^'^  include  all  gasoline-driven  trucks,  busses,  and  chassis 
for  such  vehicles.  Such  shipments  should  be  classified  according 
to  capacity  under  the  proper  class  number  as  given  in  the  preceding 
numerical  classification.  The  total  value  should  be  stated  in  the 
'  column  designated  for  that  purpose.  This  value  should  be  wholesale 
price  plus  packing  charges  and  inland  freight  from  factory  to 
seaboard* 

Class  Nos.  7920,  7921,  7922,  79m,  and  792^,  "  Passenger  caars^  and 
chassis  for,  except  electric,^''  include  all  gasoline-driven  passenger 
cars  and  chassis.  Such  shipments  should  be  classified  according  to 
value  under  the  proper  class  number  as  given  in  the  preceding  nu- 
merical dassifiication.  Classification  of  shipments  of  all  classes  of 
passenger  cjwre,  and  chassis  for  same,  is  determined  by  the  currently 
Advertised  or  generally  understood  factory  list  price  without  any 
additions.  The  cost  of  inland  freight  and  packing  should  be  stated 
in  the  column  headed  "  Commodity  "  in  the  manner  indicated  on  tiie 
facsimile  copy  of  "  Export  declaration  "  herein.  The  total  values 
should  be  stated  in  the  column  designated  for  that  purpose.  This 
value  should  be  wholesale  price  plus  packing  cliarges  and  inland 
freight  from  factory  to  seaboard.  By  stating  the  cost  of  packing 
and  freight  charges  separately  the  customs  authorities  are  enabled  to 
determine  whe^i^  eMpments  of  passenger  cars  have  been  properly 
daadfied. 

Class  No.  7927,  ^Antomolnle  parts  for  aaaemhly,^^  covers  shipments 
of  automobile  parts  to  be  assembled  abroad  into  complete  vehicles 
and  not  comprising  sufficient  parts  to  assemble  a  certain  number  of 
vdiides.  Shipments  of  automobile  parts  for  assembly  comprising 
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8l£6M^t  parts  to  assemble  a  certain  number  of  vehicles  m/ust  be 
declared  as  complete  vehicles,  stating  number  and  value,  under  the 
proper  class  numbers.  Such  shipments,  therefore,  should  not  be 
declared  as  parts  for  assembly. 

Class  No.  7928,  Automobile  parts  for  replacement,"  includes 
all  repair  parts  not  intended  to  be  assembled  abroad  as  complete, 
vehicles. 

Class  No.  7990,  ""AutomohUe  accessories^^  indudes  all  accessories 
intended  for  use  on  trades,  boeiges,  and  passenger  cars  that  can  not 
be  coiusidered  as  automobile  parts. 

The  broad  distinction  between  automobile  parts  and  automobile 
accessories  is  that  parts  are  essentials,  but  accessories,  while  use- 
ful or  ornamental,  are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  the  operation 
of  an  automobile.
